SANTA MONICA, Jan. 11.—Esti- 
mates are being secured for presenta- 
tion to Mayor Dudley and the Council 
as a preliminary to the installing of a 
municipal *water system. The service 
here will require, it is said, at least 
six miles of 14-inch pipe, with six-inch 
mains running to every part of the 
city. It is argued that th® saving in 
fire insurance premiums aione will pay 
the interest on bonds required to float 
the project. Present plans do not in- 
clude the purchase of any existing pri- 
vate water rights. 

The Mayor in his annual message, 
advised the Council that the question 
of a water supply should receive se- 
rious consideration. He said he be- 
lieved the only just and practical 
method to pursue would be to vote 
bonds for the installation of a munici- 
pal plant. The stumbling block here- 
tofore, when the city attempted to solve 
the water problem, was the objection 
of the people to the payment of a large 
sum for a private water system that 
would have to be practically rebuilt.

MINES TO BE INVESTIGATED.

That Were Supposed to Be Pro- 

vided With the Gest Precautions 

Against Accident That Could Be 
+ Devised, Regardiess of Expense.) 


The numerous mining fatalities that 
have occurred during the pas: few 
weeks will resi, in national legisia- 
tion for the benefit of those who go 
down into the bowels of the earth for 
the comfort and the benefit of their 
fellow-men. The most, discouraging 
feature of this -frightful series of 
Slaughters is the fact that all took 
place in mines where every effort had

where it was supposed the danger hed 
been reducdd to a minimum. 
That exact information might be

ton of coal mined in the United States. 
This looks to temporary relief. The 
bill introduced into the Senate by Scott 
of West Virginia goes even further in 
its aime. He asks the appointment of 
@ committee of investigation, three 
Senators and three Representatives, 
who shall not only investigate the re- 
cent horrors and try to place the blame, 
but also confer with experts in the 
pose of finding some new system: thal 
will reduce the danger in the future. 
Authorities on the subject say tha 
accidents result from unfamiliarity 
With explosives used in mining, the 
problem raised by dust and gas, and 
the fact is that as the mines are bored 
deeper and deeper into the earth the 
difficulties af ventilation increase pro- 
rtionately with the resulting Nkeli- 
of explosions. 

The Geological Survey at Washing- 
ton wants to establish stations, where 
Can be tested the various explosives 
used in blasting of coal ter- 
mine their safety In the presence of dre 

Pp and coal gaa. 

The explosives will be projected by 
& mortar into a vast boiler te cylin- 
der filled with gas, and their effects 
carefully noted. If ignition falle after 
severe tests these ‘explosives will be 
named “permissible explosives,” end 
their use recommended. 

There will also be experiments in 
rescue work. One part of a station will 
be fitted as a miniature mine, and 
miners and rators will be taught 
how to save lives.

There are men out here on the remote shores of the 
Pacific today who heard in the British Isles, from rela-.

“Let the practice always be more difficult than the | 2 
need,” is a pregnant maxim of the worldly-wise Bacon. 
There is a “hand-to-mouth” preparation for life, as 
there is such fragmentary, plecemeal, or wholly inade- 
quate equipment for the exigencies of particular place 
or Office. That the difficulties may dar exceed the need, 
note how certain foreign princelings are apprenticed to 
common tasks. This, that.they may be prepared for 
Adversity at a time when there is no shadow of her. 
approach; that they may know how to grapple with the 4 
problems of the humble; that they may betimes attest 
their mental and moral stamina upon which, in a pos- 
sible time of “storm and stress” they may have to rely;

The Parsees, who are fire 
worshipers, wear black preacher-like coats and tall 
hats of the style of an inverted coal scuttle. The Indian 
Mohammedans wear turbans and the Hindoos wrap 
themselves up in great sheets of white cotton. In addi- 
tion there are many Greeks and Italians, and not a few 
Persianr. The English dress in white and wear big hel- 
mets to keep off the sun. : 


Camels and Caravans. 


This is the land of the camel. Caravans are coming 
in and going out of the city every day. They bring bags 
of Mocha coffee and gums and take out European goods 
and other supplies to the various oases. There is a con- 
siderable trade with Yemen and also with the tribes of 
Southeastern Arabia. There are always camels -lying 
in the market place, and one sees them blubbering and 
crying as they are loaded and unloaded. They are the 


‘most discontented beasts upon earth, and are as mean 


as they look. One bit at ‘me this afternoon as I passed 
it, and I am told that they never become reconciled to 
their masters. Nevertheless, they are the freight ani- 
mals of this part of the world, and the desert could not 
get along without them. They furnish the greater part 
of the milk for the various Arab settlements, the people 
make their tents of camel's hair, and they are, in fact, 
the cows of the desert. They are of many different 
breeds, and they vary as much in character as horses. 
There are some breeds that correspond to the percheron, 
and the best among them can carry half a ton at a load. 
There are others fitted only for riding'and passenger 
travel. The ordinary freight camel makes only about 
three miles an hour, and eighteen miles is a good day’s 
work. The best racing camels will travel twenty hours 
at a stretch, and will cover 100 miles in a day. Seventy- 
five miles in ten hours is not an uncommon journey for 
an Arabian racer, and much better speed has been made. 
As to prices, an ordinary freight came! brings about $30, 
but a good riding camel costs $100 and upward. 


How God Made the Camel. 


Have you ever heard how the camel was created? 
Here is its origin, as told by the Arabs. They say that 
God first formed the horse by taking up a handful of 
the swift south wind and blowing upon it. The horse, 
however, was not satigfied with his making. He com- 
plained to God that neck was too short for easy 
grazing, and that its hoofs were so hard that they sank 
in the sand. Moreover, he said there was no hump on 
his back to steady the saddle. Thereupon, to satisfy 
the horse, God created the camel, making him according 
to the equine’s suggestions. And when the horse saw 
his ideal in flesh and blood, he was frightened to death 
at its ugliness and galloped away. Since then there is 
no horse that is not scared when it first sees a camel. 

This story makes me think of the Arab tradition as to 
how God made the water buffalo, which, as you know, is 
about the ugliest beast that ever wore horns, hair and 
skin. God’s first creation was the beautiful cow. When 
He had finished it the devil happened that way, and as 


; he saw it he laughed at the job and sneered out that he 


could make a better beast with his eyes shut. There- 
upon the Lord gave him some material such as he had 
put into the cow and told him to go to work. The devil 
wrought all day and all night, and the result was the 
water buffalo. 
The Arabian Horse. 


| have made inquiries here and elsewhere as to the 
Arabian horse. He is a comparatively scarce animal, 
and he does not run wild in the desert, as some people 
suppose. Indeed, comparatively few of the Arabian 
tribes have horses, and the best are kept on the plateau 
of Nijd, in the center of the peninsula. They belong to 
the Anazah tribe, which is one of the oldest of all, and 
which claims to date back to the flood. It is a wealthy 
tribe, and it has been breeding horses for many genera- 
tions. The best stock has pedigrees going back to the 
time of Mahomet, and the very choicest come from five 
mares which were owned by the prophet and blessed by 
him. These horses seldom go out of Arabia. They are 
owned by the chiefs, and are not sold, except in times of 
the direst necessity. Now and then a few get into Egypt 
and other parts of North Africa, and the Sultan of Tur- 
key is able to buy some for his stables. 

During my stay in Algeria I saw 150 stallions in the 
great army stables at Blidah. Perhaps one-third of them 


were Arabian, and they were kept to breed horses for. 


the French army. The Khedive of Egypt has some Ara- 
bian thoroughbreds, and there are a few in M 
and Abyssinia. | |

Jacquemyns was for a long time in the 
Egyptian service under the great Lord Cromer. His 
chief, in 1892, lent him to Siam. At that time Siam was 
within an ace of éalling into the hands of France. Thig 
clever jurist checkmated French diplomacy in the most 
subtle fashion. He became intensely unpopular. The 
Siamese, sleepy like most Orientals, detested his busi- 
ness-like straightforwardness; the Europeans put him in 
Coventry. Yet he succeeded in the enormous task of 
keeping Siam an independent nation and in preventing it 
» becoming a French colony. 


A man of a very different type is Yi Yong Ik, the un- 
crowned king of Korea. Twenty-five years ago this man 


he is the ruler of his nation. A big, bro.d-shouldered, 
powerful looking man, he is totally unscrupulous, and 
amazing tales are told of the enormous riches which he 
has wrung from the taxpayers. Just before the Russo- 
Japanese war he was not only chief tax-gatherer and 
controller of the finance of Korea, but also commander 
of the Korean army. He is fot so powerful now as once 
he was, but he is still easily first among those of his 
own nationality. : 


Japan has many statesmen and generals of great abil- 
ity. Yet few realize that the real creator of modern 
Japan, the man to whom she owes it that she is a first- 
class power with a finger on the pulse of the world’s 
destinies, is the comparatively unknown Baron Shibu- 
sawa. In Japan a few years ago, to become a merchant 
was to lose all social rank and prestige. Trade was more 
looked down upon that in any other country. Shibusawa. 
who, having begun his career very young, had risen tc 
the high position of Minister of Finance, suddenly threw 


less than twenty years he has raised the merchant cast¢ 
until members of it were called to the Emperor’s Council 
chamber, and many were made peers. Today the Baron 
is head of over one hundred and thirty different concerns. 
and must be a milfionaire in spite of his enormous gifts 
to charity.

We have heard a good dea! lately of Habeb Ullah, Amir 
of Afghanistan. in many ways he is the most wise and 
enlightened ruler who ever gat on the Afghan throne. 
Yet he is not the real master of the second greatest 
Mohammedan power. The uncrowned king of the 
Adghans is Naze Ullah, the Amir’s brother, who is now 
thirty-three years old. A-dark, gloomy, saturnine man, 
Naze Ullah has identified himself with the party of the 
mullahs or priests, and by their aid practically rules this 
country of wild mountains and wilder tribes. Naze Ullah 
is commander-in-chief of the Afghan army, and holds 
many important positions. He is a far stronger man 
than his brother, and if a quarrel occurs between them 
the result may be expensive to the British Government. 


Dr. Viadan Georgevitch, who last year served a sen- 
tence of six months’ imprisonment for having published 
“official documents without due permission,” is another 
of these immensely influential men who are little heard 
of by the public at large. Viadan, as the Servians call 
him, is a Macedonian by birth, but during the whole of

THERE WILL BE STRENUOUS TIMES 
IN THE ATMOSPHERE. 


By a Special Contributor. 


N the atmosphere above Washington there will be 
strenuous doings in the negr future when the army 

commences its official tests of the many flying ma- 
chines which will be submitted in response to its ad- 
vertisements just issued. These advertisements mean 
that the government is in earnest in the matter of 
equiping an aérial navy of the most improved order; 
that it will not yield domination of the skies to any 
other world power. It was, in fact, in earnest in 1898 
when it appropriated $50,000 for the development of 
Prof. Langley’s flying machine. That it is all the more 
in earnest now is shown by the fact that $200,000 has 
just been asked of Congress for the purchase of airships 
and experiments therewith. With $25,000 already al- 
lotted for the purpose by the army Board of Ordnance 


and Fortifications, the total sum will be $225,000, Con 
gress gives the extra sum asked for. 
Flying-machine inventors have been given short no- 
tice. Two kinds of airship have been advertised for—a 
dirigible balloon and an aérodrome, the latter being a 
mechanically-propelled machine heavier than air and 
having no gas bags whatsoever to assist it. Proposals 
for the dirigible balloon will not be received after noon, 
January 15, while those for the aérodrome must be in 
by noon February 1. Gen. James Allen, chief signal offi- 
cer of the army, will receive the proposals on behalf of 
the Board of Ordnance and Fortifications. The tests 
will be made at Fort Myer, the big military post oppo-

A telephoto snapshot of his best aérodrome to accom- 
plish this unprecedented feat is attached to this article. 
He built the first aérodrome of the world—also the first 
war aérodrome, for it was built for the army. Prof.

For a long time past, the subject has been in dis- 
pute among scientific investigators.

Undoubtedly it is the same way with the 
eye, which is simply a little camera, in which the place 
of the dry plate is taken by a sensitive nerve screen that 
lines the organ. |

this nerve screen must necessarily be upside down. But. 


It is the belief of Prof. Strat- 
ton that if the experiment had been continued for a long 
period—say, for several months—everyfhing viewed 
through the instrument would have appeared perfectly 
normal and right side up. 

The nerve screen that lines the eye is merely an ex- 
pansion of the optic nerve, which runs back into the 
brain. This nerve, of course, conveys to the brain all 
visual impressions. Some investigators have been of 
the opinion that its sensory fibers must twist in such 
fashion as to turn the inverted images of objects right 
side up, but the structures concerned are 80 almost in- 
conceivably delicate that no anatomist has ever been 
able to explore them or take them apart successfully. 

When it comes to actual mental impressions, it is not 
the eye that sees, nor yet the optic nerve, but a region 
in the back part of the brain, where are located appa-

This interesting fact was learned by throwing upon 
the eye of a reading person a beam of light, which was 
reflected from the eye upon a continuously-moving pho- 
tographic plate. Thus a line was traced upon the pho- 
togra@phic plate by the light beam, and the peculiar 
jumps were indicated by zigzags in the line. When the

I allowed the prosecution to 
make out its case with its witnesses, and offered no ob- 
jections of any kind. I told them that I was busy, and 
wanted to get through the trial as soon as possible; and 
as soon as my client was acquitted must take up another 
case involving a great deal of property.

“When my turn came I took the principal witness for 
the prosecution,.and I wept after him in this fashion: 
"You are the man that swore away the life of poor Bar- 
ney, last year. His blood cries aloud for vengeance. We 
all know, everybody here knows, judge and jury and all 
the people know, that you swore away the life of that 
poer boy, when-he was innocent. You seem to make it 
your business to testify in such cases.

Everybody knows that poor Barney 
was here in Nevada, and his aged mother weeping in 
Ireland, when you swore against him, and he was hanged 
alfogether on your testimony. I don’t know what you 
have against Ellis here, but of course you have. some 
grudge.’ 

“Here the prosecuting attorney properly interfered and 
demanded that the witness be protected from insult; but 
the judge ruled that the man who swore away the life 
of poor Barney deserved no protection. That decision 
had an immediate effect upon the jury, and I could see 
it. I was not defending Ellis directly; but I was sne- 
cessfully prejudicing the minds of the jury against this 
witness. I kept on abusing him, and finally compelled 
him to admit to judge and jury, that he had been mis- 
taken in the Barney case the preceding year. Then I 
ranted and shouted: 

“*How dare you come into this court to swear away 
another human life? How dare you appear before a jury 
of intelligent men, all of whom know of the Barney 
case? You admit that you were mistaken in the Bar- 
ney case, and your testimony hanged that unhappy lad. 
You are also mistaken in this case, unless you are per- 
juring yourself. But you can’t hang Ellis with your 
prejudiced testimony. 
Nevada did not mob you last year, and I hope that they 
will not lynch you now; but you had better get out of 
this community as soon as you can, or I will not vouch 
for your worthless life. Get off the witness-stand, and 
get out of my sight.’

He is liked by every one, and is considered a 
“fine fellow” by all the village mothers of marriageable 
daughters. 

Last Wednesday Frans went to the town hall, and 
told the registrar of births, deaths and marriages, who, 
in small towns, is often also the burgomaster, of his 
intention to marry Neeltje van Dyk. From that mo- 
ment he has become the groom and she the bride, till, 
after at least two weeks, they are united in wedlock, 
when they are no longer called bride and groom, but 
husband and wife. On both Sundays, between register- 
ing and the wedding, a policeman in front of the Town 
Hall calls off the names of groom and bride, and asks 
if any one of the citizens has anything against the pro- 
posed marriage.

They enter the parlor, where coffee and cake are await- 
ing them, and long Gouda pipes with brass wire cov- 
ers, and wooden tobacco boxes, for the men are lying 
on the table. Without asking leave of the women, each 
man takes a pipe, fills and lights it, and commences to 
smoke as if it were for a contest. Woe to the boy who 
turns pale under the trial of smoking a long, brand- 
new Gouda pipe! A girl looks with contempt ata 
young man who cannot or does not like to smoke. 


_ At the head of the long table in the mfddle of the 
_ big room Neeltje and Frans are sitting—she in a pretty 
blue dress, finished with gold trimmings, called her 
“bride’s dress,” and not to be mistaken for her “wedding 
dress;” he in a new black suit, smoking a three-foot- 
long, fancy Gouda pipe, decorated with artificial flowers. 
_  .More guests arrive, and every one of them sits down 
at the coffee table, till each has emptied from two to 
five or more cups of coffee. Fortunately, the cups are

‘They are given practical instruction in dressmaking, 


housekeeping, nursing, cooking and laundry work. At 
some of the schools some effort is made to develop the 
artistic faculties in weaving Navajo blankets, making 
baskets, working embroidery and drawnwork and manu- 
facturing mission furniture. 

Inevitably the question of discipline is a critical one 
in the Indian schools, as the redskin does not take kindly 
to anything savoring of compulsion. The matrons ex- 
perience little trouble with the girls, but it has been 
found politic to form the boys into something like a 
military organization. They are organized into compa- 
nies, which constitute a battalion, properly officered by 
cadet officers. These rank from corporals to captains, 
and are dound to be efficient and trustworthy aids to 
discipline. 


Not the least important part of the training of the red 
youth comes in the vacation months. Many are per- 
mitted to go home for short visits; but the greater part 
of the vacation is spent in some way that keeps the stu- 
dents in touch with the teachers. Many of the boys are 
allowed to hire out for work in the Colorado beet fields, 
in grading work for railroads, on farms, or at any other 
work suited to their capacities. Wherever the beet- 
sugar industry has reached important proportions there 
is an eager demand for a}! the Indian laborers that can 
be secured. The older girls are permitted to seek posi- 
tions as housemaids, cooks, and in other domestic ca- 
pacities; and are considered a real godsend by many a 
western housewife with whom the servant-girl problem: 
has become an overshadowing issue. : 


In many of the non-reservation schools, the outdoor 
summer camp has become an established vacation fea- 
ture. The camp is located in some secluded spot in the 
mountains, far from the school; and there pupils and 
teachers spend a few weeks close to nature. Picnics, 
hunting and fishing expeditions, and outdoor sports fill 
the hours, so that this feature of school life does much 
to reconcile the children of the plains to the rather irk- 
some restraints of the classroom and workshop.

LANDSCAPE GARDENING. 


DIFFERENCE BETWEEN IT AND JUST 
GARDENING. 


By Ernest Braunton. 


HE owner of a somewhat extensive, well-ordained 
well-planted garden writes to know where she may 
obtain a gardener—“just a piain gardener—a 
grower and caretaker of plants;"” and adds: “My gar- 
den has been ‘landscaped’ too much, ana all who apply 
for work claim to be landscape gardeners, though I find 
none of them are even good gardeners; [ want a 
grower.” Good gardeners are always in demand, and 
hardly a week passes that the writer is not appealed to

Landscape gardening does not consist merely of a train- 
ing in horticulture, architecture, engineering, botany, 
etc., though some knowledge of all and several other 
branches is essential. Success comes only to the one. 
who has the proper esthetic taste as a background and 
sufficient Breadth of knowledge to be able to grasp the 
problem in its entirety so that convenience and utility. 
will not be obscured by the esthetic, but all be made to. 
harmonize, 


No landscape gardener will ever be a success until he 
has had somewhat of practical experience, and this he 
must get either at the cost of his employers or by work- | 
ing for a time under some one practiced in the art. In 
addition to this he must turn to books, and of bookish 
knowledge he cannot get too much, for therein is found 
a record of the experiences and successes of all of the 
eraft of note. Often one is warned of the mistakes to 
be avoided. Kemp, one of the best authorities ever ap- 
pearing in print, has one chapter entitled: “What to 
avoid,” and the next one is: “What to attain.” Subse- 
quent chapters deal with the several divisions of the. 
With a very little practice based on a 
broad and deep knowledge of horticulture one may, by 
digesting a number of the best books on the subject, fit 
himself to deal intelligently with anything in the land- | 
scape line except a large park or estate of unusual and 
much-broken topography. It is well to distinguish 
sharply between the gardener and landscape gardener; 
the former is a propagator and grower of plants; the lat- 
ter uses them only as material out of which to build a 
more or less perfect landscape. We have, in Los Ange- 
les, several professional and business men, intense 
lovers of nature, who naturally are landscape gardeners, 
though never having followed the business for a day. 
The true test of landscape gardening is: Does it please 
and satisfy? Some who follow this line of work think 
it sufficient to arrest the attention or to cause wonder 
and amazement.

Worps ADVICE TO THOSE WHO

T IS possible to breed poultry year after year and 
add no new blood, getting splendid results. One who 
has reached perfection, as nearly as possible, in his 
breeding pen, can yet improve his stock with line breed- 
ing; but it involves study with watchfulness. By the 
time one is conscious he would like to line breed he has 
a way of his own all mapped out, the result of studying 
heredity in his flock and with Darwin. It is much re- 


_Sponsive to the scientific mind, but not recommended as 


a plaything to any other. There are a few words of 
advice ¢or a start that have to be taken, the propriety 
of which will at once appeal to a thoughtful reader. 

Start with a trio as nearly perfect as it is possible to 
get, buying the sire of one breeder, and a two-year-old 
hen of two other breeders, all the fowls being line bred 
for at least five years, the longer the better, because 
they represent quality inherited many times, Such birds 
are worth much money. People who dicker with science 
in any line, are serious, and cultivate in themselves that 


which perpetuates. As a basic principle of life and in- 


dustry honesty is imperative to them. One need not 


fear being imposed upon by the scientific breeder, who 


has not in him the elements of a trader. Buying a sire 


' and two hens of three scientific breeders, one may have 


the fellowship of each breeder, if he cares, who will go 
and see him and watch the output of his endeavors with 
him. Scientific men bunch the world over, and are 
poorly paid in money for life work. A student of Dar- 
win and heredity can find his like among men, if

With a trio, the sire at least two years old and not 


over ¢our, and two hens each two years old, make quar- 
ters for hatching all the eggs. Use an incubator for 


to a nicety. Band the hens number one and two, and 
keep the sire with them only one day of five days. The 
first year one will have a vigorous stock, if the hens 
are glad in their environment. Of course this should 
be a first solicitation. The second year the making up 
of the breeding pens is not complicated. The old hens 
and best cockerel of the year, the best pullets, and old 
sire make the two pens, the mating of mother and son 
being better than father and daughter. The original 
trio should also be bred each year, and then eggs be 
sold as nuclei to other strains. With the third year 
things get complicated, and breeders differ in prefer- 
ences. One lead holds general. One original hen mated 
to the best cockerel of the other hen, would make two 
breeding pens of quality. With a young sire to breed 
back as far as possible is always desirable, though the 
output is often largely male. It ought to be to assure 
the breeder of great vitality in the few females. An old 


sire and pullet are apt to throw mostly pullets of un- 
even quality, and the few cockerels will be mediocre. 


Poultry breeders who are practicing the dry hopper 
feeding system will be interested in the accompanying 
illustration of an economic and practical feeding trough 
for little chicks and the younger stock. Its construc- 
tion is explained in the cut, and though useful for dry 
feeding, it can also be applied with mash foods. Its 
chief virtue lies in the fact that fowls cannot mess up 
the food nor waste it like in an open trough. It can 
be made in varying sizes to answer the varying needs 
of different-sized flocks. 

About New Blood. 


The breeder, who has bred any old way, and sees de- 
formed chicks, or weak chicks, needs new blood. To 
breed long any old way the fowls become uneven in all 


qualities. To incubate eggs that come from a pullet. 


and a cockere] will make an uneven showing. There 
will be a few chicks, all right, but many all wrong. 
The eggs that happen to be from an old hen by a young 
sire not closely reiated, will be strong, wiiile if the 
young sire be of her blood of last year, they will be 
uneven, but better than eggs from a full brother and 
sister. Pullets’ eggs are not as strong as old hens’ 
eges. Where one is growing hens for eggs and to eat 
in the family, and does not like to breed scientifically, 
it is cheaper for him to buy a new sire every three 
years, one of pedigree, one he knows is not related to 
his hens, and eat the poor specimens of hens all along. 
With a good sire every three years there will be few 
weaklings—the happensos. One should keep the best 
hens for breeding purposes, otherwise the best of sires 
One who cares not to do 
this, should eat up the flock every year, and buy new 
_ chickseof a reliable breeder each year in the spring. 


- But his indifference is not economy, is a profit to the 


good breeder. Wherein his profits come are in having 
fine birds to eat and lay, with only the worry of feeding 


them. In such a family there is generally great waste 
in family foods, and these properly used will almost 
keep the fowls. In getting a kitchen girl dor such a 
family, one of her accomplishments should be, knowing 
how to feed hens. If she does not know how, she 
should be asked to promise to learn how. It is lovely 
work for the kitchen maid. To see the helpless things 
thrive because of the food one gives them is often more 
responsive than feeding the famiiy. Many a kitchen 
maid longs to take entire charge of the damily poultry. 
Without Fright. 


A good caretaker guards against letting fright into 
the hen pens. Too little attention is paid to this. Asa 
rule, the more nervous the breed, the better it lays, and 
often the most nervous hen is the best layer, if kept 
quiet and undisturbed. When putting hens into new 
environment, great care should be taken that nothing 
frighten them. If they. get apprehensive in the start, 
it takes a long time to assure them of safety. If the 
pen run along the street, it should be boarded tight; 
or, if children in an adjoining lot can be seen by them 
at play, the fence should be tight; and if there are 
children in one’s damily to play in the back yard, the 
entire hen pen should be tight boarded. Without the 
mischievous things children do, their nervous ways can 
keep a flock of hens anxious, and hold their attention 
from egg-making. The clean blue sky over a clean pen, 
with plenty of clean food and drink is all that should 
be allowed to entertain a pen. If the caretaker can be 
in one person, it is ideal.

The housekeeper who has had her carpets 
beaten In the next lot to her hen pens will notice that 
for three days the eggs come lighter after the first day.

WEALTH OF CALIFORNIA. 


WHAT THE REPORTS OF THE STATE BOARD OF 
TRADE SHOW. 


Along in the early sixties a dry year occurred in Cali- 
fornia, and the small, scattering population, attracted 
by the discovery of gold, and engaged for the most part 
in mining, came near starving to death. Little did 
they know that they were living in the midst of a coun- 
try of productive soils which made the gold values of 
the State small by comparison. 

It was some years after before an attempt was made 
to produce wheat on a scale which would permit of any 
export trade. As late as Into the seventies nearly all 
the cured meats consumed in California came from the 
East. Here in Los Angeles the small population of 
those early days depended upon the northern portion 


tatoes. In the north mining was looked upon as the 
only industry that would pay, and in the south we 
thought cattle raising was the only use to which the 
plains could be put. : 

The California State Board of*Trade estimates that 
the agricultural] products of the soil of California, added 
to the products of the mines, amounts to an annual 
average of $358,000,000. 

Note how this wealth divides itself. The cereal prod- 
ucts amounted to nearly $40,000,000, other field prod- 
ucts to nearly $50,000,000, domestic animals and their 
products $75,000,000, vineyards nearly $11,000,000, or- 
chards nearly $42,000,000, and garden truck over $6,- 
000,000. The mineral production of the State, including 
petroleum, cement and coal, is set down at $48,000,000, 
lumber $72,000,000 and other products of the forests 
$15,000,000. 

As recently as 1890 there were shipped out of the 
State a little over 16,000 carloads of all kinds of fruits. 
For 1906 these shipments ran to over 87,000 carloads, 
of which 109,000 tons were deciduous fruits in their 
natural condition, 382,000 tons citrus fruits, 108,000 tons 
dried fruits, over 40,000 tones raisins, over 64,000 tons 
canned fruits, more than 82,000 tons green vegetables. 

The fruit products of the State go not only to furnish 
food for those dwelling in the Eastern States of the 
Union, but a large portion is exported. The State pro- 
duces about 120,000,000 pounds of prunes, of which 80,- 
000,000 pounds are consumed in this country and 40,000,- 
000 are ex 

A dozen years ago the wine product of California 
amounted to nearly 15,000,000 gallons, more than 9,000,- 
000 gallons being dry wines and a little less than 5,- 
000,000 sweet wines. Last year there were produced 
26,000,000 gallons of dry wines and 15,000,000 of sweet. 
We are producing nearly 100,000 tons of beet sugar. 
The report shows that there were 5,000,000 domestic

The report points out that in 1900 the production of 
petroleum had grown to 4,000,000 barrels. Ten 
previously it had been 403,000 
stated to have been 32,000,000 barrels.

Mistaken Idenity. 


T HE authorities of British Columbia are very much 
exercised over the exclusion of 6000 boxes of apples 


from San Francisco a few weeks ago. If the shipment 


referred to had been sent back without cause, the people | 


As re- 
ported in The Times last November, these apples were 
freely infested with the Japanese fruit borer, Larverna

possible. But that should give no alarm to shippers of 
clean fruit from the northern countries. 

Uncle Buys a Canal. 

NCLE SAM does not purpose to see any of his do- 

main go “dry” if he can help it, notwithstanding 
eorgia, Alabama and Oklahoma have voted that way. 
This is what the old gentleman has done lately in the 
upper Sacramento Valley: : | 

The first purchase made by the government in the 
Orland irrigation project is the old ditch of the Stony 
Creek Irrigation Company, which was made a number 
of years ago to irrigate small tracts in the neighbor- 
hood of Orland. The sum of $25,000 was paid for the 
property. The purchase price includes the ditch, later- 
als, sluice boxes and water rights. T. J. Kirkpatrick is 
president of the company which made the sale and C. L. 
Donohoe is secretary. The ditch company's property is 


assessed for $2100. 


The Stony Creek Irrigation Company was formed in 
the eighties: The proposed Orland and Kraft irrigation 
districts had been knocked out and the people were anx- 
ious to run the waters of the creek over the land. Sev- 
eral farmers went in together and dug the ditch. It is 
about twelve feet wide and runs for a distance of twelve 
miles, part of its course being through a branch of 
Hambright Creek. The. originators of the ditch never 
made it a payine proposition. They were in debt over 
$1000 and had given a note for the amount. This finally 
passed into the hands of Willows parties who in time 
became owners of the property at a small ouflay. Only 
one of the origina! purchasers of the note is now a mem- 
ber of the company, which will realize a nice profit on 

The fact that the government would purchase the ditch 
was given out several months ago, but the amount in- 
volved has just been made public through the filing of 
the deed for record. : 

Uncle Sam is noted for his liberality. and no doubt the 
$650,000 appropriation will be expended by the time 
the water is available.

HE Riverside fruit growers are in the field for the 

spring meeting of the State Fruit Growers’ Conven- 
tion, which will surely be held somewhere if there 1s 
enough money in the commission's treasury to bear the 
light expense thereof. I understand the Chamber of 
Commerce of Riverside is expecting to get the conven- 
tion. If it is held, the sessions will be devoted largely 
to citrus fruits, resulting in the production of many Ifn- 
valuable papers upon interesting topics for publication 
in the reports. Southern California is so far from where 
these conventions are usually held that general atten- 
dance is practically prohibited. At the Marysville meet- 
ing last month there were many in davor of districting 
the State for convention purposes, but this plan may not 
be advisable because it would take away the whole-State 
quality of the assemblages that now prevails. An- 
nouncement will be made in about three weeks as to 
holding a spring meeting of the convention. Meantime 
let there be some rivalry as to where it shall be held.

The Bermuda Grass Nuisance. 


HE farmers of the Imperial Valley are discussing the 

advisability of legislating against the cultivation or 
introduction of Bermuda grass in Imperial county. In- 
dependently of the merits of this grass, or its destructive 
qualities there seems to be no occasion for the Super- 
visors passing the ordinance now before them forvid- 
ding the planting of this grass. The County Horticul- 
tural Commission has full power now to prevent the 
growing of any noxious plant. Imperial county has a 
pretty likely board of horticultural commissioners, and 
if this board should officially declare a field or patch of 
this grass noxious plants no authority in the State could 
prevent the commissioners from eradicating the nuisance 
at the expense of the property owner upon whose land 
the grass grows. From the dictum of these officials as 
to what constitutes a nuisance there is no appeal nor 
relief in court whatever. It has been so declared time 
and again in the Superior and Supreme Courts of the 
State, and in the hands of the Horticultural Commis- 
sions of Imperial county lies the power to prevent the 
introduction of this grass altogether. | | 


rarm Labor Question. 


NE month after the adoption of the Irish memorial 
to Congress upon the ¢darm-labor question, we have 
some idea as to the sentiment that has developed for 
and against the proposition of admitting a limited num- 
ber of Chinese coolies to the Coast States. The San 
Francisco Chronicle and Call opposed the proposition 


with many epithets directed against the farmers who. 


adopted the resolution, and against its mover. A large 
number of the rural newspapers favored the movement, 
they being in more direct touch with the agricultural 
communities than the San Francisco dailies. All, includ- 
ing the farmers protest against the further encourage- 
ment of Japanese laborers. No one has yet denied the 
superiority of the Chinese for thg common work of ¢ruit 
farm and vineyard, and with on® accord every man ad- 
mits that the American will not do the menial, stooping 
work of cultivating and harvesting many of the domi- 
nant crops of the State. 

I believe the following facts are admitted on every 
hand: The shortage of lower-class laborers has caused 
the introduction of Greeks, Hindus, Mexican peons and 


to some extent of Southern Europeans, a majority of 


whom are degraded physically and morally: meetings 
have been held to protest against further influx from 


these sources; there is no solution of the farmers’ stress 


in sight except the introduction of sober, honest, indus- 
trious Chinese; the white labor offering spasmodically 
for the fruit growers’ work is unreliable, scant and gen- 
erally inefficient; the conditions of labor are now alto- 


gether different from those prevailing when Kearney 


held the sands, or when Coxey’s men marched eastward 
because there was nothing for its men to do. 

All agree that further ASiatic or other immigration 
is not the ideal solution of this vexatious and para- 
Ideally there should be little villages 
of American laborers in every raisin, wine and sugar- 
beet district. But it requires a great many acres de- 
voted to any of these products to support one proprie- 
tor, and it is difficult to see how this phase of the indus- 
tries can be materially changed. Then the harvesting 


of these and many other commodities requires but a 


few weeks each year, precluding the permanence of em- 
ployment so requisite to American laborers, many of 
whom have families to require their personal care as 
well as support. With farm homes far apart, orchards 
and vineyards requiring so much stooping work, little 
social life outside the cross-roads saloons, employment 


‘usually more constant in the cities and the general de- 


sire of the American to work in some way independent 
of a boss—these and various other circumstances eon- 
spire against thé darmer in his efforts to improve the 
labor problem upon a better basis by the employment of 
his own race. There seems to be no solution upon a 
basis that all white men believe would be better than 
through the introduction of Chinese. In the southern 
part of California, where “ten acres are enough,” where 
so many Americans live in rural places and where em- 
ployment on a given farm is more permanent the labor 


question is not so acute as it is in the north. The man / 


who solves this burning question will be great indeed.

The Bourgainvillea, while its color is very strong and 
will not harmonize with anything, is a very handsome 
vine when grown by itself. It is a strong, vigorous 
vine, and is in bloom fully eight months 
of the year Its leaves are glossy and dark 
green, and the bracts are brilliant in their peculiar 
shade. I know of one arrangement which is very effec- 
tive. An old reservoir which was unsightly in the front 
of an estate was covered with a bamboo wickup, and 
the Bourgainvillea was planted at each pole. The whole 
is now covered with the dense foliage and profuse bloom, 
and is a sight worth going out of one’s way to admire. 
When the vine is in full bloom late in summer the leaves 
are hidden by the mass of bloom. 

In arranging vines, one must know the color scheme 
and the time of blooming. Another vine of discordant 
color, yet especially handsome by itself, is Bignonia 
Venusta. It blooms in the spring, and is an orange yel- 
low. It starts growth slowly, but when once well estab- 
lished it makes a splendid growth, covering everything 
it can reach, both up and across. Its blooming season 
is not long, but while it lasts it is brilliantly gorgeous. 
These two vines are, I believe, the only ones which must 
have a place to themselves on account of their peculiar 
colors. But it is worth while to be governed by their 
eccentricities because the result is so satisfactory. 

The finest scarlet vine is the Tasconia. It might be 
mistaken at first sight by a new-comer for one of the 
passion vines, but it is a family by itseM@. An arbor 
covered with one in bloom is a remarkable sight. One 
can see the scarlet flowers as far as the eye can reach. 
It is a particular favorite of mine and should be more 


generally planted. It is not as well known as it should 


The wistarias—blue, purple and white, and the double 
white—are spring beauties and do exceedingly well. 
Many eastern newcomers having been familiar with 
the wistaria in their old homes, do not think of plant- 
ing it in this warmer climate, but it does even better 
here than in the colder climate. It grows so large and 
strong that care must be taken not to let it get wound 
about posts or trees or anything that it can injure in its 
tight clutch. Its blooming period is not long, but its 
growth in the summer months is luxuriant. It is decid- 
uous, and for that reason many people do not like it, 
but for my part I enjoy seeing vines and trees drop 
their leaves and come out in the early spring with ten- 
der new growth. — 

The Solanum grandifiorum is one of the most popular 
of our vines. Its growth is coarse and luxuriant, but its 
profuse panicles of lavender-blue bloom are very showy 
and handsome. It is er more tender than some other 
vines, as a cold snap will chill it and make it drop its 
leaves, but as it recovers easily and sends out new leaves 
and bids at once, it is always a delight. Its blooming 
season lasts dor months. In very warm weather the 
flowers will fade out to an almost white. It and the 
pale blue Plumbago are the light shades of blue in the 
vineland. 

The Plumbago is the. most exquisite blue that I know 
of in the floral kingdom, and is a profuse bloomer. I 
have it extensively beside the pale pink Tecoma whose 
trumpet-shaped flowers, in great clusters, make it, in my 
opinion, the handsomest flowering vine we have. The 
moonfiowers are all beautiful, the white and the deep 
blue which remains open half the day, and the shell pink 
offering a fine assortment of colors. The white Plum- 
bago is not so beautiful as the blue, and there are many 
other white flowering vines which are more desirable— 
for instance, Constance Elliott Passifiora, which blooms 
in the early summer and fruits in orange-colored, egg- 
shaped pears. They are very ornamental all summer, if 
one does not care to eat them. The purple Passiflora 
is also handsome. The yellow and white jasmines offer 
fragrance, but are not striking for their appearance. 
But to the garden they are indispensable because of 
their odor. 

The Bignonia Tweediana has a clear yellow trumpet 
flower without a hint of orange and blossoms at the 
same time as the blue Plumbago, and they present a har- 


monious combination when planted near each other. 


The fragrant honeysuckle is the true delight of the 
southern garden. Every one knows the honeysuckle. 
The Dolichos is a splendid vine for. dry places as it 
makes a good growth with very little water. The 
trumpet flower, as it is called in the East—one of the 
orange-red bignonia—is seldom seen, but when it is 
grown it is worth while. In fact all the bignonias are 
desirable vines. 

Our choicest vines are the clematis. The royal purple 
Jackmanii is certainly a gorgeous sight when in full 
bloom, but it isja delicate and difficult vine to success- 
fully grow. I have had at least six different roots and 
have never rai one, but I have seen it where it would 
completely covet a porch. The enormous white blos- 


soms of Henryli make one stare in amazement. 


Selecting Grain Seed. 
OST farmers appreciate the value of good live stock. 
They select their best animals for breeding, and they 
market the others.

As the editor of this department 
said, a few months ago, in commenting upon this prop- 
osition, if we could have a board of health that would 
teach people how to live correctly, so as to avid disease, 
and would supervise carefully the purity of the foods and 
drinks that are offered for sale, it would be a good thing, 
but if, as ‘is probable, it would be a board that would 
enforce unreasonable, unnecessary and unjust quaran- 
tines, and dangerous inoculations of animal 
matter, and the extermination of microbes, that are an 
effect, not the cause of disease—if we are to have this 
sort of a bureau, it would, in our opinion, be nothing 
short of a national calamity. 

When the “regular” practice of medicine becomes any- 
thing like a science, rather than a clumsy system of 


t ever-changing guessworks, as many of its eminent prac- 
i titioners now admit it to be, when the doctors under- 


stand the true cause of disease, and seek to remove that 
instead of tinkering with the symptoms, when they 
realize that, as Hippocrates more than 2000 years ago 
said nature cures, not the physician, when they stop 
poisoning the blood of those who are already sick by poi- 
sonous drugs and the injection of diseased animal mat- 
ter, when they cease to mutilate men and women by per- 
_ forming*upon them unnecessary and harmful operations 
—then, and not until then, will it be time enough to talk 
about forming a national bureau of health. At present, 
there would be no more reason or justice in givtng great 
additional power to one—or several—dominant schools 
of medicine than there would be in bestowing such 
power upon the representatives of one or more domi- 
nant religious sects, in the shape of a bureau of religion. 


been pointing out the tyrannical, unreasonable, unjust 
and un-American methods of the American Medical As- 
sociation, an organization which bears about the same 
relation to the great body of practicing physicians as 
the tyrannical labor unions do to the great army of in- 
dependent workingmen. The public—‘lay” as well as 
medical—is beginning to realize the absolute truth and 
the great importance of the facts that have been set 
forth, from time to time, in these columns.

“We will consider the flesh of a perfectly healthy an- 
imal killed under the best conditions. The muscular tis- 
sues of such an animal contain matter in three stages 
of development: first, matter not yet ¢dully metabolated 
into tissue; second, there is the fully developed 
tissue; and third, there are elements which are past 
the stage of complete development—in other words the 
production of catabolism—about to be excreted. The 
last are principally the end products of nitrogenous de- 
composition, such as urea, uric acid and hippuric acid. 
In short, they are the solids normally found in the urine 
of the animal. So that the man who eats meat or uses 
beef tea is getting a considerable proportion of the ele- 
ments of the urine of the animal. Aside from the re- 
pugnance one must fee] at eating such animal wastes, 
we know all these things are poisonous. In the animal 
they are eliminated by the kidneys because they must

“But if you find that you have just got to be a vege- 


tarlan, then I have a little counsel that may be of help 
to you: Don't simply drop meat from your ordinary 
diet. Travel the whole way gf dietetic reform or stay 
where you are. Meat and greens are not nearly so bad 
a combination as some put up by vegetarians. One liv- 
ing on meat, potatoes and white bread will show signs 
of starch poisoning by simply cutting out meat. Don’t 
think you must eat more than before. You will need 
less food, if you use judgment in selection and masti- 
cate well. Don’t be alarmed if you lose weight and vim 
at first. When you get adjusted to a natural diet you 
will have more energy, strength and endurance than be- 
fore, and your weight will be about normal. Don’t imi- 
tate meat dishes. Don’t parade your method of living. 


Keep quiet as though you were doing the natural thing 
—as you are. 


Let people ask you about vegetarianism.”

Concerning “Race Suicide.” . 


(\ ¥ the 55,000 babies that began life in the borough 
Ox Manhattan last year, only thirteen were born on 
Fifth avenue, between Washington Square and Ninety- 
fifth street, a distance of dour miles. In contrast to the 
record of these 700 mansions, on First avenue 445 little 
ones appeared within the same time, at the rate of 
more than ome per day. 


Again, a Chicago dispatch states that there are 14,000 
women in Chicago who have been abandoned by their 
husbands, and according to Lester W. Bodine, Superin- 
tendent of Compulsory Education, a majority of the de- 
sertions are due to large families that drag down the 
wage earners’ finances. 

This once more brings to the front the question of 
large families, that was recently made a subject of 
general discussion by our worthy President, who popu- 
larized the now much-used expression “race suicide.” 

As the editor has previously observed, it all depends 
on circumstances. In some cases the begetting of a 
large family of children may be an action worthy of 
praise and commendation, whereas, under other condi- 
tions, it may be nothing short of a crime. Such a case 
is where the parents know that they are not in a posi- 


tion to give their offspring proper mental, physical and 


moral training, so that they may become good citizens. 
It is to the lack of such training that a great majority 


: _of the crime committed in this country is due. 


Unfortunately, as we see so strikingly illustrated 
above, in the.case of New York, it is just those who are 
in a position to give their children plenty of care and 
attention who refuse to have them, while they come in 
shoals to families that allow them to grow up in the 
streets, with little more attention than is given to stray 
dozs. 

Perhaps the day may come when we shall begin to de- 
vote almost as much attention to the breeding and rais- 
ing of human beings as we now do to the propagation 
and improvements of breeds of cattle and birds; when, 
also, the state will recognize the fact that prevention is 
better than cure, by seeing that children are properly 
raised, an enormous amount of money now expended 
annually on reformatories, prisons and insane asylums 
may be saved.

Fatal “Science.” 


CORRESPONDENT sends the following communi- 
cation: 

“The press dispatches stated a few days ago that Miss 
Edith Wardrop had died in a New York hospital, fall- 
ing into sleep from which she could not be wakened. From 
the published accounts the young lady was in perfect 
health. No signs or symptoms of disease could be dis- 
covered by the many doctors by whom she was sur- 
rounded, and who tried every means ‘known to science’ 
to waken her from her abnormal condition without 
success. During the time she was fed through a tube 
to prevent starvation, and so far as the doctors could 
discover her condition was perfectly normal, yet at the 
end of 180 hours death came ‘very unexpectedly.’ 

“Now, the question I wish to ask is this: Everybody 
—with the possible exception of the doctors who were 
pumping food into her system—when nature did not call 
for it, knows one will not starve to death in a week's 
time; for in a month's time. Ed.] and might not the 
treatment she received have been the means of cutting 
her life short? We know that the doctors killed Wash- 
ington, and did not help President McKinley, though the 
fees paid were sufficient for a criminal lawyer to save 
a murderer’s life.” 

The points made by this correspondent are well taken. 
As the editor has frequently said, for every one who dies 
of disease at least 999 die from the effects of poisonous 
drugs and unwanted food, stuffed into sick stomachs. 
Yet the men who do these things are now asking to be 
recognized in the shape of a Federal “burro.”

Ovariotomy. 
RE are a couple of extracts from an article by Dr. 
J. H. Tilden, in the December Stuffed Club: 

“The history of the rise, flourish, and fall of oophorec- 
tomy—normal ovariotomy—(‘“removing normal ovaries 
to get rid of their physiologic influence,”) is interesting. 
While the fad was in its more flourishing state, nearly 
every derangement that woman is heir to was traceable 
to perverted ovarian function. I[t is surprising with 
what still the novitiates in the profession diagnosed ob- 
secure derangements; all sorts of reflexes were readily 
traced to the ovaries, and an operation for the removal 
of these organs recommended and urged. 


“Those patients who were not willing to admit that 


they were cured by the operation, after they were out of 
the hospital, would be sent back to have, the round lig- 
aments shortened (Alexander's operation,) and when 
this operation failed, the surgeon would kindly suggest 
that possibly a stump of one of the ovaries was left, and, 
agreeable to his suggestion, the victim would be re 
turned to the hospital for a third operation. The stump 
would be removed, and any other precautionary opera- 
tion performed that the surgeon might think necessary 
to insure full success. When the third operation failed, 
in spite of all precautions, and the old symptoms all re- 
turned, then there was nothing left but to send the pa- 
tient to a high altitude, if she happened to live in a 
low one, or vice versa; or to a damp climate if she hap- 
pened to live in a dry one, or vice versa. Anything to 
get rid of her. A patient who has all her works re- 
moved is of no great interest to the surgeon. She is 
to him what the case of a watch is to the repairer of 
watches. ... ‘ 


“Appendicectomy has eclipsed ovariotomy. The symp- 
toms that once were easily traceable to ovarian diseases 
are now just as easily traced to the appendix: and the 
surgeons who were once quite sure that the trouble all 
came from the ovaries, are now just as sanguine that it 
comes from the appendix. This disease and the opera- 
tion have but recently received the indorsement ofthe 
President. We may look for a revival of appendicec- 
tomy.”

Sun, Light and Air Baths. 


RITING in the Pathfinder, E. W. Conable says: 

‘““If you desire to keep warm, take off a lot of 
your clothing. A body that cannot be reached by the 
vital etheric elements soon withers and decays. It is 
always more susceptible to climatic changes when kept 
bundled up and deprived of the privilege of being fed 
on the life-giving foods sent forth in every etheric 
wave.” - 


_ This is good advice. Mr. Conable might have added 


that exposure to the sun and air is also exceedingly valu- 


able, because it stimulates the functions of the skin, and 


hardens the body. At the same time it is not wise to 


expose for a length of time your body—especially the 


head—to the ardent rays of a semi-tropic sun: 


“Die Nacktheit” (Nudity) is the title of a hundred- 
page illustrated booklet received from Dr. Gossman of 
Los Angeles, whose brother conducts a large sanatorium 
in Germany. It advocates sun, light and air baths, as 
a means of restoring health. For forty years or more 
Rikli, who died recently at the advanced age of 96, con- 
ducted a sun and air-bath establishment in Southern 
Austria, where he had a large tract of mountainous land, 
which was fenced off, the men and women having sepa- 
rate reservations. The system is also practiced at raost 
of the nature-cure establishments in Germany and Switz- 
erland, and at some in this country. 


The idea has a good basis of common sense. Man was 
never intended, originally, to hidghis skin from the sun, 
light and air. In doing so he has brought upon himself 
many ailments. The big brawny natives of Patagonia, 
who paddle out to meet passing ships, through the fall- 
ing snow and floating ice, when the temperature is be- 
low zero, they—both men and women—being stark 


naked, are objects of pity to the muffled-up sailor men — 
and passengers. Such pity is, however, to a great ex-— 


tent misplaced. Sometimes missionaries have taken 
these people and clothed them, whereupon they rapidly 
developed consumption. 

Another good reason why it is beneficial to frequently 
expose the body (excepting always the head) to the rays 


of the sun, is found in the reasonable belief, recently | 


formulated by German investigators, that a portion of 
the energy which we expend may be derived from the 
sun, and stored up in the body. We know-that the 
plants derive their life and energy from the sun, In 
turn, we derive our energy from plants. Or, if we are 
flesh eaters, we derive it in an indirect and unsatisfac- 
tory manner through the animals, which get it from the 
plants, which in turn get it drom the stn. Is it unrea- 


sonable to suppose that we may obtain a portion of our | 


energy directly from the sun and air? |

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Paying the Army. 


How Ger Tem 
AND SAVE IT. 


From New York Tribune. 


ASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Perhaps no brancn of 
the United States army is so little thought of 
by the general public and so much in the 
thoughts of the officers and enlisted men as the 
master’s department. The meén of the army are 
and that is all the public Knows or seems to care 
it; that they are paid poorly is the opinion of all 
& matter of concern to many, but how they are paid 
seems to have attracted little special interest. Many 
army Officers are of the Opinion the general public will 
come to realize that soldiers of all grades are poorly paid 
only when it is learned that it is almost impossible to 
induce a sufficient number of men to enlist and that the 
great scarcity of men is attributed largely to the scanty 
compensation. | 

The men already in the army have realized this for a 
long time, and although they reasonably place the blame 
on Congress and’on the generat public, which has shown 
no vital interest in its soldiers, the only actual recrimi- 
nation falls on the paymaster’s department. This is the 
one feature of that branch which strikes its heads as 
humorous. Just as a car conductor is upbraided by irate 
passengers for rules imposed by the company, so the 
paymaster is called a miser when he is certainly not re- 


mental uncle. In justice to these disbursers of the pub- 
lic funds it must be said that they compose one of the 
most popular branches of the service and that no en- 
listed man believes a paymaster enjoys handing out $13 
a month to a soldier when it is realized that it should 
be more, and would be more if the soldier were serving 
anybody else but his country. 

There are seventy officers In the paymaster’s depart- 
ment—seventy officers who in time of peace dis-' 
burse more than $37,000,000 a year in trifling amounts 
and who are scattered all over the United States and its 
insular possessions. There is a paymaster-general, Cul- 
ver C. Sniffen, a brigadier in rank, who supervises every 
detail of the department, and whose retirement on Jan- 
uary 1 will place his heavy burden on the shoulders of 
his successor, Col. Charles H. Whipple. Three assistant 
paymasters-general, four deputy paymasters-general, 
forty-five paymasters and fifteen special disbursing 
agents make up the roster of the department. Wherever 
there is a soldier bearing the arms of the United States 
there, too, a paymaster can be found at stated periods in | 
the year. There are paymasters in Zamboanga, in Ma- | 
nila, in Porto Rico, in Tokio, in Cuba, in the wildest of 
the Philippines and in the iciest parts of Alaska. 

In time of peace the pay department handles nearly 
$40,000,000 in the course of a year; in time of war it 
would have to disburse that much more in actual sala- 
ries for every 50,000 men enlisted, so that a war involv- 
ing 200,000 men would compel the paymasters to disburse 
about $1,500.000,000 a year. When it is contemplated 
that this amount is disbursed in sums ranging from $13 
to an occasional $100, the stupendous task of Gen. Snif- 


“Get rid of the money,” is Gen. Sniffen’'s motto, and 
to the carrying out of this motto all the energies of the 
department are directed. To get rid of the money is the 
aim of every paymaster in the service, but this riddance 
must be one of forethought and accuracy, leaving no 
possibility for mistake or miscalculation. Each soldier 
in the army must get his exact salary on a certain date, 
and the paymaster must be ready and the money 
counted. They realize what even the $13 means to the 
men and that a delay of even a day may cause more 
discontent than drilling and marsh marching for a week, 

Two systems are in use at present—one by which 
money is sent to the commander of a body of troops, and 
the other, and almost general method, by which a 
paymaster is assigned to a certain number of men, for 
whose payment he is held direttly responsible. In both- 
systems the chance for mistake is slight, so slight that 
for years there have been no inaccuracies in the ac- 
counts of the department save those caused by dishon- 
esty, which, although unusual in the service, has never- 
theless occasionally made its appearance. 

The first method is used only when the otuer is espe- 
cially inconvenient or impossible. First, the pay rolls 
containing the names of all the soldiers in a command 
are sent by the officer authorized by the department to 
the paymaster’s department. Here they are certified and 
examined and sent back along with the necessary 
amount of money. Having been disbursed, the pay roll 
is returned and its receipt vouchers are made out. The 
possibility of mistake in this method is entirely elimi- 
nated, even the chance for mathematical incorrectness 
being reduced to.a minimum by a careful surveillance 
to which the figures are subjected. | 

In the other method, by which the paymaster goes 
direct from company to company paying the men, the 
same exactness is demanded and the same precautionary 
measures are taken. I¢ an overpayment is made and 
the paymaster, on coming to the end of his roll, finds 
that he is short in his accounts, he is forced, if he can- 
not locate the mistake, to pay the money himself, which 
insures the government against any losses in this way 
and at the same time makes every man more careful. 
There have been several instances of overpayment 
within the last few years, but in all these cases the 
amount has been so small as to cause no difficulty. The 
conscience fund of the paymaster’s department is not 
large, but often small sums are returned by soldiers. 

When Gen. Shafter’s army went to Cuba Gen. Sniffen, 
then a subordinate, was sent along to pay troops. It was 
the first time in the history of the United States that a 
paymaster accompanied an army abroad. He took $750,-

000 with him and made his headquarters in the base- 
ment of an old fortress near Gen. Shafter’s headquarters. 
Despite the fact that Gen. Shafter was not in favor of 
paying the troops while in Cuba, Gen. Sniffen succeeded 
in paying most of the soldiers while they were still in 
Cuba; others he paid on the transports, and the rest at 
Montauk Point. 


Col. Whipple while in his office in Washington one 
afternoon not long ago, was ordered to proceed at once 
to Norfolk and go prepared to pay the army of Cuban 


pacification. A hasty estimate of the money necessary 
was followed by a rush to the Treasury, where he suc- 
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ceeded in getting $200,000, which. disbursed at Old Point 
Comfort in a remarkably short time. The army deposit 
system is also under the care of the pay department, and 
this encouragement of thrift has had its good effect, for 
recent figures show that since the inception of the sys- 
tem, in 1873, more than $29,000,000 has been deposited 
by the soldiers, which sum has netted interest of more 
than $1,500,000. 

This deposit system allows the soldiers to place any 
amount they wish with the paymasters, who will enter | 
it on the books and repay the money in a year, if it 
is wanted, with 4 per cent. interest. The soldier cannot 
obtain he money before his discharge unless he has a 
written order from the Paymaster-General. The sums. 
deposited annually equal approximately 12 per cent. of 
the amount appropriated for the pay of the enlisted 
force. Desertion forfeits deposits, but only a smal! 
fraction of depositors are deserters. As a repayment can 
be made only on discharge, the system is viewed as a 
potent means of holding men in the service for an en- 
listment. All mileage disbursements are also made by 
the pay department, and in the last fiscal year the trav- 
eling expenses of the army were more than $550,000. 

In the Philippines the paymasters have a harder lot. 
They are forced to travel into the wildest parts of the 
country with their money, but always under a strong 
guard, and thus dar no losses or successful attempts at 
robbery have been reported. There is little glory in the 
pay department, as all its members realize, but they . 
appreciate, too, how much depends on them. The com- 
manding officers also appreciate it, and if they desire a 
happy, contented army instead of a snarling, dissatisfied 
body of men they ask for a visit of the paymaster. 


TRANSPLANTED EYELASHES. 

In Paris and London, where the idea originated, there 
are specialists who make a handsome living out of the 
process of transplanting hair from the head to the eye- 
brows or eyelashes. Only the brave and rich can _patron- 
ize the new method at present, for besides being pain- 
ful and costly, it takes a long time to accomplish it.

means of the new process, it is said, eyes which are at 
ordinary times only passable become languishing in 
their expression, while eyes which were previously con- 
sidered fine have their beauty much enhanced. 


This ‘is the way new eyelashes are put in: An ordi- 
nary fine needle is threaded with a long hair, gener- 
ally taken from the head of the person to be operated 
upon. ‘The lower border of the eyelid is then thoroughly 
cleaned, and in order that the process may be as pain- 
less as possible, rubbed with a solution of cocaine. The 
operator then, by a dew skillful touches, runs his needle 
through the extreme edges of the eyelid between the epi- 
dermis and the lower border of the cartilage of the tragus. 
The needle passés in and out along the edge of the lid, 
leaving its hair thread in loops of carefully-graduated 
length. When this has been done, another and anotiter — 
length of hair is sewed through the lid until finally. 
there are a dozen or more loops projecting. 3 

By this time the effect of the cocaine has been lost 
and the operator is obliged to desist and put off the fur- | 
ther “sewing of hair’ for another sitting. The next 
step in the process is cutting off and trimming the ends 
of the loops, and the result is a fine, thick, long set of 
eyelashes. It is the finishing touch that is to come that 
makes them look like nature’s own. When they are 
first cut, they stick out in the most singular fashion, giv- 
ing the person operated upon the most uncanny look.
